The Victoria Silver Mine. 

This mine, [joHsibly bettor liiiowii as 
the Vail Breinor Load, gives fair 
2)rouiiHo of claiming ii largo sliaro of 
public attention and, still better, of 
oeuupying a promiucut place in the 
first chapter of the history of silver 
mining in British Columbia. This 
mine, the roador will scarcely need 
to bo informed, stands near the left 
bank of the Frascr, within a few miles 
of H(3pc, cdntiguous to the Eureka 
Lead. The object of the present re- 
marks ia by no means to write the 
mme into public notice; for there is ro 
desire on the part of the fortunate 
owners that any such service should bo 
performed. It is merely in-oposed to 
keep the public informed of impor- 
tant events traiisi)iring in their midst— 
events whose current, if wo read aright, 
points to a now a-a. just dawning upon 
British Columbia. S.ainplos of the ore 
from the Victoria Silver Mine have 
been assayed both in this Provi^n^o 
and at San Francisco. These as -.^ys 
indicate the presence of silver in qu.m 
titios ranging as high as two tlnnisand 
four hundred dollars to tho ton <jf two 
thousand pounds avordupoisc ; and 
gold to the value o." forty dollars. 
That the few tons of rock which have 
been taken out have averted anything 
like that figure, we do not wish tho 
reader for a moment to imagine. 
Wei'e we in a position to strike an 
average, it would in all probability bo 
found in tho neighbourhood o" five 
hundred dollars a ton. But there ia 
no desire to indulge in speculations 
about what will so soon be placed lie- 
yond all question. There now lies at 
New Westminster, awaiting shi])inont 
to Swansea, ten tons of tho rock. 
Thirteen tons wore shipped to San 
Francisco by the Priuco Alfred yes- 
terday. The object of these shipments 
is to establish beyond the possibility of 
question or mistake tho results already 
evolved by preliminaiy assays. It 
m.ay be added that about a ton of rock 
from the same lead now lies at the office , 
Fort street, and whicli anybody is wel- 
come to look at. It must not be in- 
ferred that the Victoria Lead is tlio 
only discovery of tho kind. It lias 
merely boon selected as the basis of a 
few remarks because the measnr(>sboing 
taken for tlio purpose of establishing 
its value beyond tho possibility of 
question are of a wider and more pvav- 
tical and thorough character than can, 
perhaps, be said in respect to any 
other,

It is selfish, it is absolutely 
wicked to enjoy such a climate as this and 
keep it all to ourHoIves, Perhai)3 that 
I'ri/.o Essuy, when it come out, if it 
ever does, will make known something 
upon tho snbjeet. lint, in all serious 
Hoborness, this is a niagnilieent climate. 
Everybody, evcii tho mo.'it chronic croak- 
ers, admit that. It only requires filling 
n;!. I 'o])ulation alone 18 needed to mako 
tho Pacific I'rovinco tho Paradise of 
Amerii'a. Why does net population 
coiuo V Sinijily l)ei'ause Jiritish (.'oluinbi.i 
, is not properly understood in those cen- 
tres of population fr(nn whicli a supply 
might be expected. t)ne frequently hears 
the exclamation, "Oh ! if people only 
knew what a charming climate this is."

Arrival of the Adjutant 
General. 

Sotallod Accoiiiit of tlio .Tourney. 

Colonel Robertson IIosh, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of Militiii for the Dominion, •ccom- 
panied by Ida son,arriYecl yosterduy in tho 
North. Faoifio from Ol/mpia, aftor a most 
interesting, although somoirhat ardons, 
journey across tlio Continent from tho 
Province of Manitoba. 

Thtt Adjntaiit-Goneral after, concluding 
his luiuual insi)eetion of the Militia of the 
Proviucos of Ontario and Quebec, assem- 
bled during tlio Summerin various oami)a 
of E.\:ercise, loft Otta'va on . tho 13th of 
July and j)roceecled via Lake Su])orior 
and the Dawson Route to Manitoba. 
Thoro ho intipootoil the Dominion Troops 
stfttionod at upper and lower Tort Garry 
and at Pembina, reviewing nl.^o somo of 
tho local Militia of the Province. 

Leaving Fort Garry on the lOtli of 
August accompanied by one guide only 
and an Indian, lie travelled across the 
great praries through tho Swan River and 
Saskatchewan districts to tho Hudson Bay 
Company's post of tho Rocky Mountain 
bonsa (a distance of 12,(100 miles) visit- 
ing the various H. B. Cos posts along 
the lino, viz : Forts Ellice, Carleton, Pitt 
. and Victoria. 

It was his attention to cross the Rooky 
Mountains through tho Vermillion Pans, 
but the Indians of that part of the coun- 
try reported this route impassable for 
hor»ea at present owing to the great quan- 
tity of fallen timber, they having made 
the attempt earlier in the summer without 
Buooess. Under these circumstances the 
Adjutant-Qanernl, taking 3 men from the 
Kocky Mountain House as guides, one of 
whom was "William Monro" the famous 
half breed Blackfoot guide, travelled for 
300 miles through the country of the 
Blackfeet Indians, the most warlike of all 
tho tribes. The party was stopped at tho 
Mountains by sno-w for six days and ex- 
posed to many hiirdslups, the gui<lcH de- 
clared that to cross them was impossible 
and wished to make for i'"<irt Boiilonin tho 
Territory ofMontana. The weathoi- how- 
ever improved. Colonel Ross fortunately 
shot a large boar ■(vhich had approached 
to within 20 yards of their camp, and af- 
forded atimely supply of meat,and ho [)er- 
auaded his men to jjersevere. They fin.al- 
ly crossed tho ^Mountains Ity thr> nortli 
'•Kootouay Pass" on the 1st inst., and 
reached the mining camp of "Wild Horse 
Creek" on tho -Ith, when their supply of 
provisions had become eihausted. Prom 
"Wild Horse Creek" Colonel Ross came 
via Lake Pen D'Oreille, Walla Walla 
and Portland to Olympia on the Sound, 
arriving at Tictoria in 70 days from Fort 
Garry, of whicii only 51 days were occu- 
pied ill actual travel. 

Colonel Ross speaks in high terms of 
the richness and l)oautyof theSaskatche- 
■wan and Boy River diriricts, if the 
grandeur of tlio scenery in the Rocky 
Mountains, and tho great natural advant- 
ages of tho country through which ho 
passed fur settltMnents. Ho has brought 
with him some fine spocimons of the Sas- 
katchewan gohlas well as some from "Wild 
Horse Creek," in tho Kootoiinv district. 

The party were for 14 days in the coun- 
try of the Blackfeet Indians, which is 
rarely visited hy white men, hut Colonel 
KoB.s does not think there is much danger 
for British subjects travelling through 
this part of tho country, ])rovidod thoy 
are accompanied by an intoriiretor, and 
known to tlie Indiana to be British sub- 
jocts ; there is great danger, however, in 
being mistaken for citizens of the neigh- 
boring IU>i)ubli«, against wliom all the 
Indians entertain hostile feelings. 

Many hands of Indians belonging to 
tho Sioux, Santeax and Creo tribes and 
some Blackfeet at the Book^ Mountain 
House wore mot and on ontering the Kon- 
tanay Pass a band of about fiO Kootonay 
Indiana jwho, fearing n <'onllict witli tlio 
Bla(difeot, wcm-o entering tho Plains with 
military procaiitions. This band tronted 
CJolonel Ross and jiarty in the most friend- 
ly manner, presentod them with a horso 
and gfOYe every assistance. 

Tho Adiutant-Goneral has had an ci- 
collent opportunity of becoming aoquaint- 
Cil with the Indian affairs, and general 
state of the oxit.nsive regions through 
■whioh he travelled, vhich may prove of 
much value perhaps hert.ifter in adopting 
such measures as may be nesessary in the 
settlement of the fertile belt. 



A Man's Thboat Out on Board the 
Prikoe Alprbd. — The steerage steward, 

Byncrhaiii, it appears, gave some ofTeuco 
to I'at. llyau, the head cook, when the 
latter snatched up a knife and assaulted 
the former, inflicting a throat wound three 
inches wide. The cook was immediately 
ironed and sent ashore Jwith tho wounded 
num.aiul t\\Tct' passijngftr.i dntiiinodas wit- 
noHses. On roaidiing tlio forry landing 
at Wharf street tho sulTnror fainted from 
the loss of blood and was taken to tho 
Boyal Hotel, where Dr. Duvio attended 
him. ThoDoctor despairs of his patient's 
life. Tho wounded man was thence con- 
veyed to tho Royal Hospital. Tho exami- 
nation will take place to-day at tho I'olico 
Court and tho steamer will wait at tho 
mouth of tho harbor till noon for tho pas- 
aengors and second mate. 

Thb Prince Alfred left the harbor at 6 
-o'clock last evening. Off the mouth she 

anchored to roceivo 500 bags of Chile 
\ralnuts, 1500 sackn potatoes and a quan- 
tity of other freight from the flteamer 
North Pacific, and while thore tho cutting 
afTray (described olsowhore) occurred, 
and tho atiiaiucr will not sail i^iitil twelve 
o'olook to-<lay.

Tins MorsD Ph.uiui!. — Tho Portland 
(Oregon) "Herald" says: Travellers from 
Monticello to Olympia all have noticed 
the singular formation of ground in what 
is known ns Mound Prairie. There is a 
large mound —300 feet high and SO') yards 
in diameter at tho base — at tho southern 
and of the jirairie, about twontj'-fivo miles 
from olympia, and scattered over the 
praii'ic f;ii- a distance of tiftren miles are 
many smaller mounds, not more than four 
feet high and twenty or thirty in diame- 
ter. JIany conjectures have been made 
in the last twenty years as to what oould 
have caused so singular a formation, but 
no one was ever curious enough until 
witiiin the last few days to make any oi- 
amiuiitii'U of the interior of th(>Ke mounds. 
A few days ago one of the engineers of 
tho North Pacific Hailroad opened ono of 
them and found the remains of pottery; 
and a more tlun-ongh examinaaion of 
others revealed other curious relics, evi- 
dently the work of human hands; in fact, 
in evcrv nionnd that has yot been open- 
ed, tlierc is sonic relic of a long-for|:;{ilten 
ra<;e discovered. The th(!ory now is that 
this prairie was tho cemetery of tho 
peoi)le who inhabito tho country in pre- 
histcu'ic times. Specimens of tlie pottery 
have liai'u sent to Professor Agassiz, and 
it is exjiected that ho will make a visit lo 
the place and make a thorough examina- 
tion personally.
